Thu sweeping changes in thu Con¬ 
gress and the Ronald Reagan Ad¬ 
ministration appear certain to spall 
some relief for the HvesLock and food in¬ 
dustry from tho steady harassment 
they have endured during the Jimmy 
Carter years.

Just recently in the trial in Kansas in¬ 
volved with DES violations another 
prime example of how the present Ad¬ 
ministration has gono off half-cocked in 
matters of food and drug regulation sur¬ 
faced. Dr. George Gass, the Oklahoma 

E hyslcian whose research was tho 
cystone of the FDA decision to ban 
feeding DES to feedlot animals, 
testified the government misinter¬ 
preted his data leading to the decision 
to ban DES. lie nlsu testified, as have 
numerous other scientists, that while 
DES had been used ns a feed additive 
for 2fl years there was no evidence to 
demonstrate there had heon anyone 


harmed because of it. 

This revelation tracks v.ilii similar 
haro-brainnd decisions by USDA and 
FDA concerning antibiotics in fund, 
nitrates as food preservatives, not to 
mention unsupported conclusions ad¬ 
vanced by USDA aud others concerning 
whether cholesteral when ingested in¬ 
creases blood cholcstural. Just recently 
it was announced that a revised version 
of the controversial dietary guidelines 
booklet project by food faddists in 
Government and out will be released 
shortly. This new version will admit 
that there is "no expert concensus on 
whether cholesteral intake increases 
risk of heart disease.” 

While these are just a few of the pro¬ 
blems. the management of federal graz¬ 
ing lands, water, and environmental 
and OSH A rules and regulation that 
range from the ridiculous to the absurd 
am too numerous to begin to list.
